Demons  Defeat 
Oklahoma  Bronchos 
19-6  In  Season  Opener 

Breaking  through  the  Broncho 
line  and  swivel-hipping  his  way 
through  the  secondary  behind 
some  nice  blocking,  Bobby  Davis 
raced  39  yards  to  cross  the  goal 
line  and  give  the  Demons  the  first 
score  in  the  season's  opening  game 
against  Central  Oklahoma  the 
night  of  September  22.  The  try  for 
extra  point  was  wide. 

The  Bronchos  evened  the  score 
minutes  later,  when  Howard  Sut- 
ton drove  over  from  the  Demon  2- 
yard  line  to  score  their  only 
touchdown. 

Just  before  the  end  of  the  sec- 
ond quarter,  Ray  passed  to  Dan 
Poole  for  a  gain  of  36  yards  to 
set  up  the  second  Demon  touch- 
down. Ray  carried  over  from  the 
1-yard  line.  Davis  converted  and 
the  Demons  led  13-6. 

Climaxing  a  third  quarter  drive 
of  60  yards,  Joe  Price  Lancaster 
raced  over  from  the  Oklahoma  5- 
yard  line  for  the  Demons'  third 
score.  The  try  for  extra  point  was 
blocked. 

Numerous  substitutions  plus 
some  fumbles  kept  the  ball  see- 
sawing up  and  down  the  field, 
'ust  as  the  game  ended,  Bellipani 
connected  with  Don  Purser  for  a 
pass  play  that  carried  for  51  yards 
to  the  1-yard   line. 

Demons  Lose  To 
Hard-driving  Lamar 
College,  32-20 

Unable  to  stop  the  brilliant  run- 
ning of  the  Lamar  College  backs, 
who  piled  up  a  total  of  404  yards 
from  scrimmage,  the  Demons  fell 
before  the  Cardinals  by  a  score  of 
32-20.  Roy  Duke,  Sam  Carpenter, 
and  Roy  Lierman  broke  through 
the  Demon  line  for  good  gains 
consistently. 

The  Demons,  on  the  other  hand, 
seemed  unable  to  pierce  the  Card- 
inal line,  as  they  were  limited  to 
a  total  of  111  yards  on  running 
plays.  Through  the  air,  however, 
the  Demons  were  more  success- 
ful, completing  8  of  14  passes  at- 
tempted  for   125  yards. 

Receiving  the  kickoff,  the  De- 
mons were  unable  to  gain  and 
forced  to  punt.  As  a  result  of  a  poor 
kick,  the  ('ardinals  took  over  deep 
in  Demon  territory  and  marched  to 
a  touchdown  before  relinquishing 
the  ball. 

The  Demons  came  rushing  back, 
carrying  the  ball  to  the  Lamar  27, 
where  Kay  passed  to  Poole  for  a 
touchdown.  Davis  converted,  mak- 
ing the  score  7-7. 

The  Cardinals  scored  two  more 
touchdowns  in  succession  and  with 
the  clock  running  out  in  the  second

The  Demons  finally  braced  and 
held  the  Cardinals  for  downs  on 
the  10-yard  line.
